MDARC Board of Directors Meeting Minutes 
September 8, 1997 


The monthly meeting of the board of directors of MDARC was called to 
order by President Sam:Lipson, KO6JR, at Baker’s Square Restaurant in 
Concord on September 8, 1997, at 7:30 p.m. The following members were 
present: Vice President Cal Groom, KE6OEH; Treasurer Greg Estep, 
KE6VTA; Emergency Coordinator Charles Arthur, AC6WU; Social Chair- 
man George Roush WB6OFH; Secretary Donna Cook, KE6PPM; Carrier 
Editor Jerry Gardner, W6UV; and Directors Paul Dickey, N6JOX; John Stuart, 
KM6Qx; Ed Ritchie, K6SFD; and Tom Seabury, KO6RO. Also present were 
Jay Caldis, KT6Y; Repeater Committee Chairman Jim Brunk, N6BHX; Jim 
Tittle, KC6SOE; Richard Shappee, WA5HQJ; Tracey Schwartz, KE6TOT, 
Dick Brown, KT6X; Howard Burk, KE6PTT; Keith Lattin, N6PMF; and Bert 
Dawson, KB7BGM. 

President Sam reported that the special service club certification for 1997 
has been obtained. 

Tracey and George reported on plans for coming social activities. George 
requested a check for $85 to the City of Concord for the Baldwin Park 1998 
picnic site. The.motion was made, seconded and carried to hold the 1998 
picnic in Baldwin Park on the Saturday after the Friday meeting (July 18). 
Tracey reported that she has researched five places as possible locations for 
the Christmas social. The Contra Costa Country Club appears to be the best 
value for the price. $25-$26 per person will cover everything, including gra- 
tuities, and the $1000 buffer will lower the cost per person, depending upon 
the number of people attending. Holding the event midweek will also give 
more flexibility and lower cost. The consensus is to schedule the dinner for 
Wednesday, December 17, with a no-host bar beginning at 7:00 p.m. at the 
Contra Costa Country Club, Golf Club Road. The budgeted amount is $200 
for awards, $300 for. prizes; $400 for decor, and $1000 for food. George 
will ask Lauren, WA6CIE, to contact Sam regarding a handheld radio from 
HRO. The room will hold about 300 people. There was some discussion as 
to whether to have Santa Claus distribute gifts. It was suggested that if Santa 
does appear, the club should furnish gifts to be distributed among the chil- 
dren present. An announcement will be published in the November Carrier. 
Pacificon Chair Greg, KE6VTA, said that Pacificon for 1997 is well in hand, 
and ticket sales are coming in, but next year’s contract has not yet been 
finalized. 

President Sam said that a membership chairman is needed. Dick, KT6X, 
volunteered to call four possible candidates. Jay, KT6Y, made the suggestion 
that we furnish the software to a member who is willing to take the job and 
has a computer but does not have the software. 

Under Old Business, President Sam brought before the board the issue of 
selling advertisement space in the directory, which had been tabled until this 
meeting. It was decided to leave the decision to the new membership chair. It 
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Joint Meeting of the MDARC Board of Directors and RRRG Board of Directors 
August 4, 1997 


The monthly meeting of the board of directors of MDARC was 
called to order by President Sam Lipson, KO6JR, at Emil Villa’s 
Restaurant in Concord on August 4, 1997, at 7:30 pm. Other 
members present: Cal Groom, KE60EH; Greg Estep, KE6VTA; 
Charles Arthur, AC6WU; George Roush, WB6OFH; Donna 
Cook, KE6PPM; Jerry Gardner, W6UV; John Stuart, KM6QX; 
Ed Ritchie, K6SFD; Tom Seabury, KO6RO; Tracey Schwartz, 
KE6TOT; RRRG Committee Chairman Jim Brunk, N6BHX; 
Bert Dawson, KB7BMG; Stu Cannon, KE6OFD; Howard Burk, 
KE6PTT; Dick Schulze, AA6DL; Dick Brown, KT6X; and Jay 
Caldis, KT6Y. 


The minutes of the July 7 board meeting were approved as 
printed in the Carrier. 

Treasurer Greg, KE6VTA, distributed his report. The report 
was approved. 

George, WB6OFH, and Tracey, KE6TOT, reported on options 
for the holiday social. One possibility is a catered turkey dinner 
at the usual monthly meeting place. There was some discussion 
as to preference of restaurant or catered dinner, and cost limi- 
tations. George and Tracey would appreciate input from mem- 
bers. 


The next board meeting will be September 8 at 7:30, location 
to be announced. The MDARC board meeting was adjourned. 
The remainder of the joint session was devoted to repeater 
issues. 

President Sam opened the joint session by stating that the goal 
of the session is to form a plan for financing the increased rent 
on the repeater systems. The new total annual cost of rent and 
maintenance, not including autopatch and projects, will be ap- 
proximately $7000. 

John, KM6QX, suggested a $10 per year increase in MDARC 
dues to cover the increased repeater cost. Dick, KT6X, sug- 
gested reorganizing to eliminate RRRG, since use of the re- 
peater is open to all MDARC members. Jay, KT6Y, mentioned 
that no other club in the Bay Area has dues as low as MDARC 
and that repeater costs should be paid for with a moderate 
increase in dues. Jim, N6BHX, read some e-mail suggestions, 
which included combining RRRG and MDARC to form a tech- 
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nical committee with a larger scope than just repeater opera- 
tions. 

The consensus seems to be to shut down RRRG and incorpo- 
rate its functions into MDARC. The new committee may have 
a chairperson to make assignments. Greg, KE6VTA, suggested 
giving the committee a budget for day-to-day expenses. 
Discussion regarding changes in dues raised a number of ques- 
tions, including how to handle individual memberships, family 
memberships, and student memberships, to establish an equi- 
table structure while collecting the needed funds. Greg, KE6VTA, 
will discuss at the August 15 general meeting. Proposed dues 
are $40 individual, $50 family, $20 student, with no extra 
charge for autodial. 

A motion was proposed for bringing this matter to the general 
membership. After discussion and revisions, and review of the 
bylaws, the following motion resulted: 

I. Effective tonight (August 4, 1997) the Rocky Ridge Repeater 
Group is dissolved and assets transferred to MDARC’s main 
treasury and the approved budget merged with the MDARC 
budget. 

Il. A Repeater Operations Committee is formed to carry out 
the function of repeater operation. 

Motion carried. 

President Sam, KO6JR, appointed Jim Brunk, N6BHX, as in- 
terim chairman of the Repeater Operations Committee. Jim 
can appoint his own committee. 

A motion was made by Ed Ritchie, K6SFD, to present the re- 
vised dues structure to the membership for vote. The revised 
dues amounts would also apply to those who were members of 
RRRG. Motion carried. The proposal of the motion with a bud- 
get analysis will be published in the Carrier. 

Jim, N6BHX, announced that the first meeting of the new com- 
mittee will be held on the same day the meeting was previously 
scheduled. Jim invited former members to ask to be considered 
for the new committee. 

Meeting adjourned.

was also suggested that the job of membership directory be separated from the job of membership chairman. The motion was 
made by Ed, K6SFD, to encourage advertising for the 1998 directory, as it would offset the cost. The directory costs about $1.00 
per copy. The motion was seconded and amended to state that the rate structure be approved by the board prior to solicitation. 
Motion carried. 


The tabled issue from the August general meeting was again discussed. The board had made the decision to dissolve the Rocky 
Ridge Repeater Group, and pull the budget into the main club budget. The membership had questioned the proposed dues structure 
and asked the board to reconsider. After considerable discussion, the following motion was made by Paul Dickey, N6JOX: Adopt 
a rate structure of $20 for a regular club membership, $30 for a family membership, $10 for an associate membership (students 
not included in family memberships and novices or unlicensed individuals), with an additional $30 for repeater dues, if desired, i.e. 
$65 total for a family desiring repeater privileges. The $65 would allow one autopatch slot, however each individual would have full 
voting privilege. Seconded. President Sam pointed out that for any dues structure to be approved, it must be published twice in the 
Carrier. The above proposal can be published in October and November and voted upon in December. Other discussion, call for

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Contra Costa County Alert

For those who missed it, there was an 
article on page A5 of the Wednesday 9/ 
10/97 CCTimes titled “County may 
tighten tower rules.” Many have seen 
this coming and warnings have been 
posted previously by the League. This 
could, although it doesn’t have to, have 
adverse consequences for hams in this 
area. 

This tightening is primarily in response 
to the increasing number of cell sites and 
other commercial towers, but amateur 
towers may get swept into the mess if 
we just sit on our hands. Now is the time 
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to act, not after the regulations are for- 
mulated. Contact your county supervisor 
(and anyone else you know that might 
be involved in or could influence the pro- 
cess) and ask them to ensure that any 
new tower regulations specifically exempt 
amateur towers. Current regulations do 
exempt amateur towers, and we want it 
to stay that way. Point out that amateur 
towers are not for profit and that they 
often serve the public free of charge in 
public service rolls. Also, these amateur 
towers are not the ones most people are 
objecting to popping up in open space 
areas, on hilltops and places like Mt. 
Diablo. 


Don’t wait. Do it now. While you are at 
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it, you might want to subscribe to the 
board of supervisors agenda so you would 
be notified any time this issue was com- 
ing up at a BoS meeting for discussion 
or a vote. To subscribe call 335-1900 
and ask for subscription information to 
be sent out to you. This should also be a 
good number to call if you don’t know 
the name or address of your supervisor. 
Of course, keep an eye out for more ar-. 
ticles in the Times and watch the Tower

On Oct. 7th the Walnut Creek City Coun- 
cil will be holding a public meeting to 
review their tower ordinance. This new 
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development comes from a dispute between one of our mem- 
bers, Robert Bickel, and a neighbor. Although the meeting will 
be over by the time you read this, the issue will most likely still 
be up in the air. If you have a Walnut Creek address it would be 
very helpful if you would drop a short line to the City Council 
and just say that you would like to see the regulations remain as 
they are now. 
Much time and effort by many members of the amateur radio 
community and City government went into formulating these 
regulations. Although they are not ideal from an amateur op- 
erators point of view, most feel that they can live with the cur- 
rent restrictions. Anything more restrictive, however, would be 
hard to swallow. Currently Walnut Creek has a 45’ height limit 
(with limited provisions for an increase to 60’ in certain circum- 
stances). However, even the 45’ height is being objected to by 
Robert’s neighbor.
